DIRECTIONS FOR MEASURING. 



First, determine the place where the joints of the frame will be fastened to the building, which 
should be from 7 to 8 feet from the sidewalk, according to the height of the front (see figure 2 in 
diagram) you will observe that the curtain— 15 inches deep— drops below that point, for which you 
will have to allow in clearing people's heads. Then measure from there to, where the top of Awning

other side, which will be the distance from 3 to 4, or width of awning. If the top of the window 
where the Awning is to be attached, projects beyond the face of the building or is back out of level', 
mention how much. When ordering a frame, state whether it is to be fixed in stone, brick, iron or 
wood, and whether the door posts and face of building or outer columns are in line, also whether 
the frame requires four or more joints and bars. 



DIRECTIONS FOR PUTTING UP AWNINGS. 

First ascertain the height of the awning, that is, from 1 to 2; measure that distance down the 
house from figure 1, in diagram, which is the place for the joints, (see figure 2;) if the columns are 
iron, they will have to be bored and tapped, and the ends of the joints threaded to screw in; if stone 
or brick, make holes 3 inches deep, and wedge them firmly with hard wood, etc., 
or lead; if wood, fasten on with screws. Be careful to have the joints in line, 
and if any of the columns stand back, put the long joints on them ; now fasten 
the bars to the joints with the joint screws, and pass the front rod through the 
middle ones, and screw one nut on each end of front rod, put on both end 
bars, and screw on the other nuts. Put up the pulleys as shown in diagram, the 
middle ones directly over the middle bars, the outside ones about nine inches 
inwards from the line of the outer columns, and all of them below where the top 
of Awning will be fastened. Pass the ropes through the pulleys as shown in 
diagram; one through each center pulley, and attach to front rod by taking a hitch 
round the bars and rod at the same time, the outside ropes first though the centre, 
then through the outside pulley and fasten to the front rod, six inches from the 
end. Now take the Awning, and while the frame is in the same position as shown 
in the diagram, take off the outside nuts, put the ends of the front rod through the 
large holes in the corners of the Awning; and replace the nuts outside the Awning; 
tie to front rod with the tarred string, then raise it up and fix the top to the front 
at the proper height from the joints; let it down again, and tie on the ends 
to the bars and it is finished.
